general results and calling upon the 
people for large appropriations to be 
spent in the future as in the past? 
Are we to continue this course of pro- 
cedure notil the property of the State 
cannot meet its obligations? 

Are we to meet and treat this qnes- 
tion of State and Government as a 
temporary affair that can be made a 
convenience, a speculation, a risk, a 
failure, and be abandoned? 

The government ot a State is a per- 
petual form of government. There is 
no limit to its duration. No means 
and no form of preceeding has been 
provided for its Gdissolution or dispens- 
ing with its obligations. It requires 
the personal allegiance of every citi- 
zen, and. demands a solemn oath for 
its support from every person employ- 
ed in any public trust. This obiiga- 
tion and this oath are enjoined in 
broad terms without qualitication or 
modification and with reference to no 
supposed change of circumstances or 
events. No person can sit in the Leg- 
isltature or on the bench of a court, or 
hold a commission in the militia, or 
fill any other effice in the State, with- 
out first having taken and subscribed 
to this oath.

A BUDIE INVENTION, 


A Simple Device for Escaping 
From a Burning Building. 


Joba H. Howard of Bodie has shown 
a Free} Press reporter a model of a 
hotel fire escape, which is based upon 
very simple priociples. A wire rope 
extends horizontally alung the front of 
the top story of the buildiug from 
brackets extending from the coroners. 
Along this rope the pulley travels, 
carrying a basket or cage, which can 
be raised or lowered with an endless 
rope extending to the street below. It 
is proposed to keep the cage suspended 
at the top of the building. In the 
event of a fire it can be brought op- 
posite aoy window on the same side 
of the building, passiog sideways by 
being pulled along the horizontal rope, 
or being raised or lowered by the end- 
less perpendicular rope.
